does ail the work herself, cooking her 
meals, keeping house and m aking and 
v ashing her own clothes. 
Even though her long life has con­ 
ns? ed mostly of work, her one hobby 
still rem ains—work. 
Mrs. M cM ahan 
ha.s no other hobbies an d she takes 
great pride in her activities as a seam- 
£ treat. 
Since 1891, Mrs. M cM ahan has been 
forced 
to work to support 
herself. 
In that year, her husband became an 
Invalid, and for 20 years, until Pat 
M cM ahan died in 1911, she earned 
the money for the family. 
After her 
h u s b a n d s 
cleat ii 
she 
continued 
to 
work. 
Mrs. M cM ahan's has 
an active 
life, one th at has known the perils 
an d hardships of the early American 
who lived in the wilderness of the 
middle west 
Born in Liverpool, England, No­ 
vem ber 25. 1821. Mrs. M cM ahan came 
to this country when she was two 
years old 
A year later she was a 
witness to the slaughter of h er aunt, 
brother and three cousins who were 
(aptured by Sioux Indians in W is­ 
consin. 
The child’s long flaxen hair, which 
reached to her shoe tops, proved her 
-alvation, she said. 
An In d ian squaw, 
who took a liking to the child, asked 
th a t h er life be spared. 
Four years 
later, freedom came to the little girl

white woman whose bonds she had 
loosened with a tom ahawk. 
The two 
traveled four days and nights before 
leaching civilization. 
Although Mrs. M cM ahan is very re ­ 
ligious, she rarely goes to church, h a v ­ 
ing a peculiar reason for her absence 
lrom churches.

to wash the soil for additional treas- 
U re 
The garden hose wa. brought into 
play 
A small sluice gate was erected 
that allowed the soil to filter through, 
ref stopped objects that would not 
dissolve under water pressure. Mon­ 
day and Tuesday of this week 512 
coins were reclaimed, most of them 
old silver Spanish pieces, believed to 
be worth about 62 cents each at the 
present exchange. 
Most of the coins are of English 
or Spanish mintage, and bear dates 
from 1683 to 1793. 
Some pieces can­ 
not be identified. 
An English disk, 
minted in 
1839, 
probably a trade 
check, entitles the owner to one quart 
Jn trade, but does not state with what 
commodity the quart would br filled. 
Schreck s home is in the old town

He combined

have ever done it. 
He was profound

displayed all the traits of th e true 
friend. 
One of the chief qualifies of 
Paul's friendship was his unselfish 
interest in his friends. 
He could a l­ 
ways say to them , “ I seek not yours, 
but you.” 
He suffered all m anner of 
hardships tor his friends. 
He loved 
them more th an life itself. 
W hen 
m isunderstandings arose, as in the 
case of John Mark, he was genuine 
enough to tell a friend of his faults, 
and generous enough to forgive when 
the fau lt was remedied. Paul's friend­ 
ships were strong because they a l­ 
ways represented two points of a tri­ 
angle of which Christ was the com ­ 
pleting angle. 
As blood is thicker 
th a n water, so grace and faith are 
thicker than either, and this stronger 
tie is “the tie th a t binds our hearts 
in Christian love."

S -4 T o Lie On Sea Floor For 
Tests O f New Safety 
D evices 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.-—The sub­ 
marine S-4. which carried 40 men to 
their deaths off Province!own, Mass., 
last December, will lie on the ocean 
floor again -this time on a mission oi 
mercy. 
The undersea (raft has been re­ 
fitted for tests of newest safety de­ 
vices which are to begin at New Lon­ 
don, Conn.. submarine base. 
The S-4 will be sunk off New Lon­ 
don and raised to determine its sea­ 
worthiness. 
From New London, it will be towed 
to Key West. FJa. In the warm Flor­ 
ida waters in January, the S-4 will 
be lowered to the sea s bott' m about 
100 feet below the surface. 
First tests will be with the new 
device, “the lung’’, a compact breath­ 
ing apparatus which fits neatly over 
a man’s nose and provides an ample 
supply of air during the rise to the 
surface. 
The men will ascend hand 
over hand, by means of a cable. 
Then will come tests of the new 
type be]] buoy which is capable of 
raising ton men. 
It will be lowered 
and fitted tightly over the main con­ 
ning tower of the S-4 
By means of special bulkheads the 
men will be able to flood partially 
some of the submarine’s compart­ 
ments. 
The hatch over the conning 
tower will be lifted then and they 
will emerge into the buoy. 
Air will be pumped into 
from above, forcing water 
Interior and the buoy will 
slowly by a small derrick.
